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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
o fficer  of  Health  for  the  County 

Borough  of  Hanley. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough  of  Hanley,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1894. 

Area. — The  County  Borough  of  Hanley,  for  the  purposes  of 
registration,  is  divided  into  two  districts  : Hanlejr,  590  acres ; 
Shelton,  1,178  acres;  being  a total  of  1,768  acres. 

Population. — The  enumerated  population  of  Hanley  in  1881, 
was — Hanley,  22,418;  Shelton,  25,943  ; total,  48,361.  By  the 
census  of  1891  the  population  was — Hanley,  25,618;  Shelton,  29,328; 
total,  54,946.  Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  which  prevailed 
between  the  two  last  census  enumerations  is  still  maintained,  I find 
that  the  estimated  population  for  the  middle  of  1894,  will  be  : — 

Hanle}r 26,753 

Shelton  30,521 

Total  for  the  Borough  . . 57,274 

This  estimate  is  made  on  the  supposition  that  the  increase  of 
population  would  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  in  the  last  decade, 
but  if  we  take  the  actual  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  since  the  last 
census,  viz.  : — 1,577  in  Shelton,  and  1,475  in  Hanley,  the  population 
would  be  57,998. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  are  calculated  on  the  estimated 
population,  57,274. 
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The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough,  are : —

Empty  houses,  208. 

Births. — The  births  registered  in  Hanley,  were  1,012; 
Shelton,  1,043;  total,  2,055;  being  a decrease  of  73  on  the  number 
registered  in  1893. 

The  birth  rate  is  35*8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  33  largest  towns  was  30 *7. 

The  birth  rate  in  1893  was  37  *6. 

Of  the  2,055  births,  1,100  were  males,  955  females. 

The  births  out  of  wedlock  were  105,  being  equal  to  5T  per 
cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  children  in  the  preceding  year 
was  4 ’7. 

I am  informed  by  the  Registrars,  that  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  in  Hanley  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  many  young  women 
leave  the  rural  districts  where  they  are  known,  to  be  confined  in  the 
towns. 

The  sex  proportion  of  children  born  was  110  males  to  86 
females. 

In  the  preceding  year  there  were  born  102  males  to  97  females. 

Deaths. — I have  appended  to  this  Report  a Table  of  Deaths, 
occurring  in  Hanley  and  Shelton  during  the  year  1894,  classified 
according  to  diseases  and  ages. 

The  records  show  that  483  deaths  were  registered  in  Hanley, 
and  503  in  Shelton,  making  a total  of  986.  In  1893  there  were 
1,156  deaths ; in  1892,  1,177  ; in  1891,  1,244. 

The  death  rate  is  at  the  rate  of  17*2  per  1000  for  the  whole 
Borough.  For  Hanley  the  death  rate  is  18,  Shelton,  1 6*4. 
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In  1893  the  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  202 ; in  1892, 
20-1 ; in  1891,  22-3. 

This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  that  I can  find  recorded  in 
Hanley,  as  far  back  as  I can  trace,  viz.  : to  1873. 

This  exceptionally  low  death  rate  extended  throughout  the 
whole  country.  Probably  the  moderate  temperature  of  1894  and 
the  absence  of  drought  has  had  a favourable  influence  on  the 
health  of  the  country. 

The  death  rate  for  the  thirty-three  largest  English  towns  was 
18T,  ranging  from  13*2  in  Croydon,  to  23*8  in  Liverpool. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  2T  per  1000.  In  1893  it  was  4; 
in  1892,  3 ; in  1891,  3*3. 

In  Hanley  the  Zymotic  death  rate  was  2*5,  in  Shelton,  1*8. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  33  largest  towns  was  2*4. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  to  1,000  births  are  188. 
In  Hanley,  194  ; in  Shelton,  183. 

In  the  33  largest  towns  there  were  152  deaths  under  one  year 
to  1,000  births,  against  an  average  rate  of  166  in  the  preceding  ten 
years. 

In  1893  the  deaths  in  the  Borough  of  children  under  one  year 
to  1,000  births  were  195;  in  1892,  201  ; in  1891,  189.

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Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  in  Hanley  during  the  whole 
of  1894,  three-fourths  of  the  notified  cases  being  of  that  complaint. 
It  was  most  rife  in  the  months  of  April,  May,  September  and 
October.  11  deaths  took  place  in  Hanley,  and  three  among  the  121 
cases  removed  to  the  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bucknall. 

The  death  rate  in  the  cases  that  were  left  at  home  was  7*3  per 
100  notified  cases  ; in  1893  it  was  9*6. 

In  the  cases  removed  to  the  Hospital  the  death  rate  was  only 

1*6. 


The  whole  death  rate,  including  cases  removed  and  those  left 
at  home,  was  7’3  per  cent.

Eemoval  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients  to  the  Hospital  at  Bucknall 
not  only  prevents  the  spread  of  the  Disease,  but,  in  most  cases,  gives 
them  a better  chance  of  recovery. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  46  cases  notified,  although  46 
is  by  no  means  so  formidable  a black  list  as  159,  still  it  is  a black 
list,  as  Typhoid  Fever  is  a preventable  disease  and  should  not  be 
present  amongst  us  at  all. 

The  abundant  rainfall  and  absence  of  prolonged  heat  during 
1894  had  probably  a good  deal  to  do  with  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  disease. 

The  cases  have  been  scattered  throughout  the  town,  and,  as  in 
1893,  have  occurred  in  new  houses  as  much  as  in  old,  and  in  houses 
with  water  closets  as  much  in  proportion  as  in  houses  with  cess 
pool  privies  and  Kochdale  pans  ; also,  as  in  1893,  offensive  smells 
from  the  man  holes  in  the  vicinity  have  been  complained  of,  but  to 
nothing  like  so  great  a degree. 

Of  the  46  typhoid  cases,  nine  were  removed  to  the  North 
Staffordshire  Infirmary. 

There  were  six  deaths  amongst  the  patients  who  remained  in 
their  homes,  and  one  of  the  infected  persons  removed  to  the  North 
Staffordshire  Infirmary  died.

Diphtheria. — There  were  26  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  and 
nine  deaths. 

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  disease  notified  to  me,  I have  caused 
notices  to  be  sent  to  the  Schools,  to  exclude  the  children  of  those 
households  from  School  for  a stated  time. 

I also,  in  each  case,  sent  notice  to  the  Free  Library,  to 
discontinue  supplying  books  to  the  infected  household,  and  to 
send  any  books  previously  supplied,  to  the  Sanitary  Office,  to  be 
disinfected. 

Diarrhoea. — In  accordance  with  a circular  from  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  medical  men  of  the  town  were  requested  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  to  notify  all  cases  of  Diarrhoea  in  children 
over  five  years  of  age,  occurring  in  the  months  of  August  and 
September. 

98  notifications  of  Diarrhoea  were  sent  in  during  the  two 
months. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery  in  twelve  months 
were  36,  principally  infantile.  Under  five  years,  32;  over  five 
years,  4, 
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In  1893  Diarrhoea  was  very  prevalent,  causing  92  deaths,  and 
four  from  English  Cholera;  in  1892,  35;  in  1891,  39. 

Local  Government  Board  Inspection. — Dr.  Sweeting,  an 
inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  paid  two  visits  to  Hanley, 
the  first  in  February,  and  the  second  in  April.  He  about  the  same 
time  also  visited  the  neighbouring  pottery  towns.  The  object  of  the 
visits  was  to  ascertain  our  state  of  preparedness  to  resist  an  invasion 
of  Cholera. 

Most  of  the  large  towns  in  the  country  were  visited  by 
Inspectors  from  the  Local  Government  Board  in  the  same  manner. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  are  taking  measures  to  substitute 
water  closets  for  cess-pool  privies  and  Rochdale  pans,  but  there  is 
difficulty  in  putting  in  clean  water  closets,  owing  to  the  charge  made 
by  the  Water  Works  Company,  and  the  slop  water  closets  have 
disadvantages  of  their  own ; amongst  them  the  fact,  that  the  sewage 
is  more  offensive  and  difficult  to  deal  with  than  in  the  case  of  clean 
water  closets. 

In  all  the  new  houses  roofed-in  ash-pits  are  built,  but  amongst 
old  property  there  are  still  many  open  ash-pits. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  are  taking  steps  to  connect  with  the 
public  sewerage  those  parts  of  the  district  which  are  unconnected, 
and  have  a scheme  on  hand  to  improve  the  present  system  of  sewage 
disposal.  They  have  also  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the  Shelton 
Steel  and  Iron  Company,  that  will,  it  is  hoped,  abate  an  old  standing 
nuisance. 

Two  most  important  events  in  a sanitary  point  of  view  have 
taken  place  in  the  year,  I allude  to  the  opening  of  the  first  section 
of  the  Hanley  Park  and  the  inauguration  of  the  Electricity  Works. 

The  Bakehouses  in  Hanley  have  been  all  inspected  and  are 
in  a very  fair  condition. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. — Under  this 
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Act,  notices  have  been  served  on  the  Landlords  of  the  following 
houses  in  the  Borough  : —

Some  of  these  houses  are  now  either  empty  or  used  as  workshops ; 
others  have  through  repairs  or  structural  alterations  been  rendered 
fit  for  habitation. 

Proceedings  have  been  taken  twice  during  the  year,  in  the 
Stipendiary  Court,  to  obtain  closing  orders.  In  each  case  the  orders 
have  been  granted,  and  the  houses  closed  until  they  have  been  made 
habitable. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  I visited  the  Congress  of  the 
Sanitary  Institute,  in  company  with  the  Chairman  and  the  two 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  I was  enabled  to  take  some  part  in  the 
proceedings,  and  much  useful  information  was  obtained. 

I have  appended  to  this  report  two  Tables,  A and  B,  drawn 
up  by  the  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  will  repay 
careful  perusal. 

Table  A gives  the  different  deaths  at  groups  of  ages ; also  all 
the  deaths  from  the  principal  causes,  distinguishing  deaths  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age. 

Table  B gives  population,  births,  and  new  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
classified  according  to  diseases,  ages  and  localities. 
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I have  also  appended  a list  of  the  streets  in  Hanley  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  existed.  The  streets  which  had  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  in  them  are  marked  with  Red  Ink. 

Courts. — Wray’s  Court,  1 and  2 Courts  in  Chapel  Street, 
Rochells  Court,  Bostock  Square,  and  several  other  similar  localities 
still  continue  to  he  a source  of  danger  to  the  Public  Health,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  habits  of  the  people  living  in  them. 

Inspector  Johnson  visits  them  twice  and  often  three  times  a 
week,  and  invariably  finds  the  closets  and  areas  in  a very  dirty 
condition.  Although  the  Inspector  insists  upon  the  places  being 
cleansed  while  he  is  there,  he  finds,  on  subsequent  visits,  that  the}’- 
are  as  bad  as  ever. 

Proceedings  could  be  taken  under  Section  21  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendments  Act,  1890),  which  specifies  a Ten  Shillings 
penalty,  and  a daily  penalty  of  Five  Shillings  during  default,  but  if 
the  offenders  were  proceeded  against,  and  a penalty  imposed,  there 
would  be  a difficulty  in  recovering  it. 

Smoke  Inspection. — During  the  year  the  Inspector  has  made 
289  observations  and  served  41  notices  for  the  abatement  of  smoke 
nuisances.  One  firm  was  summoned  and  a conviction  obtained.  In 
several  cases  structural  alterations  have  been  made,  and  in  all  other 
cases  where  notices  have  been  served,  greater  care  has  been  exercised 
in  firing. 

Workshops. — There  have  been  702  visits  paid  to  workshops, 
of  which  there  are  450  in  the  Borough.  68  notices  have  been  served 
to  enforce  limewashing,  ventilation,  etc.,  all  of  which  have  or  are 
being  complied  with. 

In  compliance  with  section  3 of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act, 
1891,  there  have  been  56  workshops  notified  to  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  for  the  district. 

Factories. — The  Inspector  has  made  170  visits  to  factories  to 
enforce  the  law  regarding  sanitary  accommodation.  14  Notices  were 
served  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  (Amendment 
Act,  1890),  to  enforce  the  provision  of  sufficient  and  suitable  sanitary 
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conveniences  in  various  factories  and  workshops,  and  these  have  been 
complied  with. 

Shop  Hours  Act. — Acting  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shop 
Hours  Regulation  Act,  Inspector  Steward  has  made  498  visits 
to  shops.  A number  of  offences  against  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
came  under  the  observation  of  the  Inspector,  and  on  them  being- 
pointed  out  to  the  offending  parties,  they  in  each  case,  made  such 
arrangements  as  were  necessary  to  comply  with  the  Act.
